STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Stratford, County 
of Coos, in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town 
Hall, in said village of North Stratford, on Tuesday, 
the thirteenth day of March, 1951, at ten o’clock in 
the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To elect a clerk for the ensuing 
year. 
ARTICLE 2. To elect two auditors for the 
ensuing year, or to see if the town will vote to peti- 
tion the State Tax Commission to have an audit 
made by the Division of Municipal Accounting, and 
to make an appropriation to cover the cost of such 
an audit. 

ARTICLE 38. To elect a treasurer for the en- 
suing year. 

ARTICLE 4. To elect one selectman for 
three years, and all other town officers. 

ARTICLE 5. To see if the town will vote to 
continue the services of the Public Health Nurse, 
and raise money for same. 

ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will vote to 
appropriate $50.00 toward Blister Rust Control. 
This amount to be set aside for future use. 

ARTICLE 7. To see what sum of money the 
town will vote to raise for highways, bridges, and 
town maintenance. 

ARTICLE 8. To see what sum of money the 
town will vote to raise for the following: Libraries; 
Memorial Day; Skating Rinks; Sewers, Street 
Lighting; Cemeteries; Retirement of Bonds; Long 
Term Notes; Interest; Insurance; Personal bonds 
and any other money for the town. 

ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will vote to 
raise $1000 to be applied against the 1950 deficit. 
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ARTICLE 10. To see if the voters will au- 
thorize the selectmen and town treasurer to borrow 
a sum or sums not exceeding in the aggregate 
$15,000.00 in anticipation of the collection of taxes 
for the current municipal year, and to issue in the 
name and on the credit of the town, negotiable notes 
therefor, said notes to be repaid during the current 
municipal year from taxes collected within the cur- 
rent municipal year. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the town will vote to 
authorize the selectmen to administer or dispose of 
any real estate acquired by the town through tax 
collector’s deeds. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $82.79 to the 
White Mountains Region Association, being 10c per 
$1000. (1/100th of 1 per cent) of the assessed valua- 
tion of the town for the previous year, for the pur- 
pose of issuing and distributing printed matter and 
advertising, and otherwise publicizing the advan- 
tages of the town, in cooperation with the other 
towns of the region. 


ARTICLE 13. To see how much the town will 
vote to expend for the repair of the roof on the town 
hall. 


To see how much the town will 
vote to raze the barn connected with the library 
building in Stratford Hollow, and to make the neces- 
sary repairs incident thereto.

To see if the town will vote to 
authorize the selectmen to borrow on bonds or long 
term notes, the money authorized to be expended for 
repair of the town hall roof; repair of the fire sta- 
tion building, and the repair of the library building 
at Stratford Hollow. 

To see if the town will vote to 
authorize the selectmen to sell the Highway Depart- 
ment Shed to the State of New Hampshire.

Miss Barbara Ryan, a graduate of the Univers- 
ity of Vermont was elected to the English position 
replacing Miss Nancy Sullivan. 

Mrs. Florence Daley replaced Miss Stella Inger- 
son as teacher of grades 2 and 3. Mr. Leslie Hy- 
berts, a graduate of Boston University was elected 
as Business Education teacher. 

Extensive repairs were made at the high school 
building. Once again the roof was repaired. The 
outside of the building was completely waterproof- 
ed; the boys and girls lavatories were painted and 
new plumbing fixtures installed. New type fluores- 
cent lighting fixtures were installed in the lab- 
oratory and the fifth grade room. Other minor 
repairs were made to both our public buildings. 

Continuing with our in-service teacher train- 
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ing program we will have a three day art work- 
shop sponsored by Binney and Smith, under the 
guidance and supervision of Dr. Baumgarner, Direc- 
tor of Art Education. An eighteen weeks’ course in 
“Principles and Techniques of Guidance” will be - 
offered to our teachers during the second half of the 
school year taught by Mr. Richard H. Byrne, Direc- 
tor of Occupational Information and Guidance. 
These courses are a service to the teachers, paid by 
the teachers and, in general, are held after school 
hours. 

The annual school report includes a financia! 
breakdown of school expenditures for 1949-1950. 
It can be seen that the greatest amount is spent for 
school services entitled “Instruction.” For the sec- 
ond time within a brief period of years there will 
be a critical shortage of teachers. If history repeats 
itself, higher pay in war industries will attract un- 
derpaid teachers and will discourage prospective 
teachers from entering the profession. We cannot 
hope to keep our teachers or secure competent re- 
placements if we do not offer salaries comparable to 
our surrounding communities. 

 *“For a century and a half American schools 

have served and strengthened the commonwealth. 
They provided a citizenry as enlightened as any on 
earth. They justified and vindicated democracy’s 
promise. If society clearly defines the new duties 
it wishes our school to fulfill and if it steadfastly 
supports them not only with money but also with 
faith, they will surely justify that faith in the 
future as they have in the past.” 

I wish to express my appreciation to the citizens 
of Stratford for their liberal support of our schools, 
to the School Board members for their guidance and 
assistance in the administration of school affairs, 
and to the teachers for their splendid cooperation 
and conscientious service.
